The death of Edward Pinnow at St.

in the fight in which the'wounds were 


inflicted nor did the' victim' give enough 
information regarding his'1' assailant to 
properly identity iiim:-Tho gificevB of the

the cnsn nno. they'aro confident, 'despite 
these facts, of proving beyond a reason- 
able doubt thnt ono 'of'the .two men ar- 
rested in Chicago was the assailant. 


ARRESTED' IN CHICAGO. 


Chief of Police Pfisl'er and District At- 


torney Elmer Gitthis left"for Chicago 
shortly before noor. yesterday with war- 
rants in .their possession for Joseph Pet- 
ers and John Raitnll, . These men liacl 
escaped frproi the ,oilic(;rs. here, .but they 
were soon liujdtd-in •Chicago.-and are now 
locked lip at 'the central .police station 
in that city where they.wjll be charged 
with murder and requisition 'asked for 
of the governor of Illinois as both of 
them refuse' to come bnclc into this state. 
They wifl be held securely by'the Chica- 
go of Seers-'who have expressed': great in- 
terest in the cnse and will assist the lo- 
cal officers whenever it-'js possible to do 
no. Both of the Racine officers return- 
ed last evening veil satisfied' with what 
had been accomplished. 
. .' 


""' CHARGE is'CHANGED! 
The first warrants issued out. of Court 


Commissioner Wontworth's 'court yes- 
terday morning for the two Chicago men 
charged them with .milking an assault 
•with-the intsnt to kill and murder. At 
that time the death of ,the victim had 
not occurred and the warrants were got- 
ten out to hold the offenders, if they 
vere caught. When the police hero were 
informed of the death of Pinnpw at the 
hospital the Chicago police department 
•was'-notified of the. fnct promptly and 
the charge changed to murder' so that 
there could be no way ot the two men 
arrested there of securing their release 
on habeas corpus proceedings .Which arc 
BO common in that city, and have often 
resulted in the freeing of perilous guilty 
of atrocious Crimea, •'As the case stands 
now neither-of the _men will be able to 
secure their release und.'extradition will 
undoubtedly bo honored by the Illinois 
executive. 


FACTS OF THE STABBING. 


The man who did'.the actual stabbing 


in the case is believed 't'o be John P.astull 
who gave his name to the police at Chi- 
cago MIS Joseph Hi-ad. He is the man 
with the long nose .and who.wore the 
white muffler, as described by1 the victim 
of the assault early yesterday, morning 
before he hud been removed to1 the hos- 
pital. Pinnoiv did .riot' stute' positively 
•who did the stabbing, tbut-he: said lie was 
assaulted by a inan'''sp attired ;and pos- 
sessing "a peculiarly yiornied.'-'nose. This 
man is Rastall' and \ it ,is expected that 
the killing will .be..iastened on him. He 
is the last mnn seen,..near Pinnow before 
the stabbing as testified, to by a number 
of local young men who;were implicated 
in tho lessor/fight..which pr'eeeedod the 
fatal affray. --It is expected that their 
testimony will have ^ -bearing on the 


and all'of the persons who know 


the least about the case will be called in 
by the police as witnesses, 


CASE IS COMPLICATED. 
. 


The case is one of the most complicat- 


ed that has occurred in Racine for .a long 
time. A large number of young, men 
were implicated in the fight in which the 
stabbing culminated, but they, are either 
so badly : frightened ;or inclined to be 
"foxy" -that a clear .understanding of the 
minute details, cannot be secured. Dif- 
ferent stories have been told but in some 
of the essential facts all agree. None of 
the men directly implicated .in the fight 
saw the stabbing, however. At least 
they have not stated so so far. From 
the facts learned, however, the victim of 
the murderous assault was to .blame to 
a great extent, having been looking foi 
trouble all evening. . 
. -• 


WHERE STABBING OCCURRED. 


The stabbing is believed to have ;oc- 


cv.rred in front of the Bohemian Catho- 
lic church at the' corner of High and 
North Erie Jitreots • shortly before two 
o'clock Sunday morning, the dance in the 
hall across' the street having been 'dis- 
missed at about that time.' Raitall wan 
eecn at that point together with -Rnnow 
and they were standing about five feet 
apart. Edward Halberstadt states that 
his stood about twelve feet from both 
of the men at that time but. he, did not 
Bee them do anything nor did he hear 
anything said. There wore others fight- 
ing in front of the hall on the north 
side of the street and he could not hear 
what was said. He loft the place before 
nny stabbing occurred, fearing that he 
would be injured. 


FIGHT IN THREE PLACES. 


There were three sections of the fight 


according, to tho .testimony of several 
of the young men. Some of the men 
were struggling on the sidewalk on tlie 
north side of the street, some in the een 
ter of the street Qri the'pavement and 
Rastnll and Pinnow in front of the 
church. The parties in . the 
two first 


named fights arc .not definitely known 
as yet, but the identity of all of the par- 
ticipants will soon be learned. . 


STAGGERS TO HIS HOME. . 


Tlie case is.not-dear; as- -to ."how Pin- 


now reached, his home, 1721 Nprth Main 
street, three blocks from this" scone, of 
the stabbing.. By. some.it is said,thafc:he- 
walked, or-rather.-staggered as- far .as, 
Schafer's store at the corner of North 
Main and High, streets where he sat 
down to rest and was assisted' the bal- 
ance of the way. ' He showed remarkable 
pluck and although suffering the great- 
est agony did.not complain. He enter- 
ed hia home nnd all of the occupants of 
the house were-aroused and a physician 
llnally sent for. 


DR. TOMPACH FIRST CALLED. 


Dr. Emil Tompach was summoned by 


telephone from the Kradwell drug store 
and 
he at once hurried to the 
homo 


where he found the injured young man 
on a couch. Nothing could be done to 
properly dress the 'wounds which were 
announced to be fs.tnl at once and the 
How of the blood wns stopped as much as 
possible. After working for more than 
an hour on the patient the police were 
notified to come a'hd remove him to a 
hospital. The police had not been in- 
formed of the fight or stabbing up to 
that, time and were not aware of the 
fact that a crime had been committed. 
The patient was taken into the ambu-- 
lance and hurried to St. Mary's hospital 
where Dr. S. C. Buehan assisted Dr. Tom- 
pach. 


DESCRIPTION OF WOUNDS. 


Tho wounds which appear to have been 


made by a double edged knife of the na- 
ture of a stiletto, were very deep. There 
were two stabs. One -mis located on 
the back, directly below the left 3houl: 


der blade and appears to have been a 
stab, the knife entering In straight and 
being withdrawn in the same* manner. 
This wound i? believed to have taken in 
a. portion of the left lung. Tlie second 
wound and the one believed to have been 
inflicted last was located'about two. in- 
ches below the bottom 'of the heart OR 
the left side. This wound was about one 
and one-half inches Iqng on the surface 
of the body and is believed to have been 
very deep. As far as the physicians 
could .ascertain the knife had penetrated 
the base of the left lung, then passed 
through the diaphram dividing the chest 
from the addominal section of the trunk 
and finally cutting a large opening in 
the stomach. 


FOOD IS DISCHARGED. 


After the patient had been removed 


to the hospital the physicians were able 
to make a better examination. At one 
time during the early part of the fore- 
noon a large' piece of sausage emerged 
from the mouth of the wound on the 
left side, showing that there was a. pen- 
etration of the stomach and a-large one 
ut that. Blood flowed freely from both 
of the wounds• and it .is .believed that 
both the 'chest, and the abdominal cavi- 
ties were filled with the clotted .fluid. As." 
the forenoon progressed the patient sus- 
tained .several bad hemorrhages and 
death was expected at any moment. 


. 
LINGERS LONG TLME. 


Neither of the attending physicians 


could-state definitely just how long the' 
patient would, live, they, announcing that 
death could ensue at almost anytime. 
At noon he was taken with .a violent 
hemorrhage and it was believed then that 
his death was but a question'of minutes. 
He lapsed into a comatose state and re- 
mained''that way.,until .4..10 o'clock this 
morning when death relieved his intense 
suffering ..which resulted from peritonitis 
which began to set in a short time after 
the patient had entered the hospital. 


FEA'RED HE KILLED HIM. 


That one 'of the Chicago men feared 


that he had killed Pinnow at the time 
of the happening is evidenced by a re- 
mark passed -by one of three fleeing men- 
shortly before12 o'clock Sunday morning. 
William Halberstadt who conduct a store 
at'the corner 'of High -and. North St. 
Clair street/sleeps upstairs 
and was 


awakened by the noise of-the fight. To 
a Journal representative yesterday he 
stated that when he awoke and went to 
tho -window he saw' three men running' 
west as fast as they could go. As they 
passed his wondow one of them snid: 
'••Jesun, God! Did I do it?" Mr. Hal- 
berstadt 'will be able to recognize that 
voice again-should he hear it, and his 
testimony may prove material in the 
conviction of one 'of the Chicago mcii. 


POLICE 'MAKE ARRESTS. 
*' 


Just as soon as the patient had_ boon 


placed in the .hospital i.he police began 
working on the'case. No statenicnt of 
a definite character 'could be secured, 
from Pinnow as he appeared to be suf- • 
fering so much. Officers from, all sr-c-' 
tions of tho city were put to .work and 
in a short time three young men were 
rounded up. The police did not know 
just how serious the,case was, but Ser- 
geant Johnson decided to ascertain the 
identity' of every person who had been 
identified with the fight and this was 
done. Leonard Nqels of 1211 St. Pat- 
rick street and George Saven" of. Palica 
avenue,-were' the only ones placed-in the 
county jail and from them ifc was- ascer- 
tained who the two Chicago men.were. 
All of the other young men implicated 
in the case were rounded up during the 
morning and questioned and a fair un- 
derstanding of the case secured. 


ISSUING THE WARRANTS. 


Just as soon as Chief Pfister could be 


notified of the case he came,,clown. town 
and. at :one,e-inforrned tfie. district,attor- 
ney of the "happening".'-- Together they, 
went to the county, jail where Noels and 
Savcn were locked,up and secured from 
them the names of'the'two Chicago men 
who had taken part in the fight. War- 
rants were at once secured • from Court 
Commissioner WentwoVth and the chief 
and district attorney were hustled into, 
the ps;trol wagon arid hurried to the 
Northwestern depot where they boarded 
the 11:35 train for Chicago. Arriving in 
Chicago they at once went'to work on 
the case and before 5 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon-both.of the men were locked up 
at the central station there. 


REFUSE TO COME BACK. 


It was expected that both of the men 


would refuse to come buck to the state 
of their own volition. They were ques- 
tioned by. the officers but neither of them 
would ooine back without requisition pa- 
pers. The. Chicago officers 
took • the 


greatest -interest in the ease and are as-' 
sisting as much as possible. Neither of 
tho men would admit implication in'the 
stabbing. They stated that they left the 
hall, walked to the depot and took the 
blind baggage coach to Chicago. Petras 
had just gone to bed when tho officers 
arrested him,-but Raatall had not .yet 
retired, iiastall -gave 'his. name there as 
Joseph Hrnd. Before they left .Uncino 
they stated that a saloonkeeper opened 
up his place and sold him liquor which 
case is to bo .looked into by the police. 
It was hoped that tho knife could be 
found in the possession of one of thu 
men,' but neither of them had it and it 
has not-been found here. 


PETRAS KNOWN TO THE POLICE. 
This is not the first time that Petras 


has been in the toils. On July 12, 1002, 
he was arrested here by Chief Pfister and 
Officers Moths and Rooncy of Milwaukee, 
for breaking into mail boxes in Milwau- 
kee.-' At that'time ho was but twenty 
years of age and married. He resided 
on the second floor of 102C Douglas av- 
enue, his mother-making her home with 
him. 'He has one child which wiis,born 
a short time before his arrest here' and 
subsequent transfer to Milwaukee.'/. For 
some, .time he has resided in Chicago and 
arrived here Saturday afternoon with liis' 
friend, Kastall, who is said to have n girl- 
here, Petras is nov'about 20 yeare of1 


age. His partner is believed to be about 
22 years of age. 


... POST MORTEM HELD. •. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle when notified of 


the death of Pinnow ordered'a jury, em- 
paneled for tlio purpose of holding an in- 
quest in'the case. . A. Cory Judd; Hyland 
Raymond, 'James Laughton, J- E.-Durginj 
W-. H. Lingsweiler.;. and Evan HugbW. 
vere-nttmed as .the jury which viswed.thb' 
remains nit-the1 morgue of tho Thronson'- 
Furniture' company' and then adjourned 
until" three o'clock,' this afternoon. Cor- 
onerHoj'le ordered a, post mortem in- 
die case'and Drs. S. C, Bucban;-E. Tom-, 
pach.and J. H. Brchni held it this morn-' 


at the morgue. Nothing new devel- . 


oped in the case, the wounds being the 
same as. described above. - In the opin- 
ion of .the physicians death ensued front 
the shod; attending the wounds.

THE. DANCE' QUESTION. 


Since the murder which resulted from 


a Saturday and.enrly Sunday morning 
dance there'-. has. bee^.-much"Jcriti<:ism -son 
the practice of holding' such social affairs. 
The hall at the corner ' of North Uifie 
and High stret was;. rented by o local 
benevolent • insuranc'ei.society which -col 
leets $1 from each member. when a dej^fc 
occm-s: : The -dance was supposed to "be 
a private one with an admission fee-jof 
twenty-five cents and free drinks. Some 
outside parties were sold tickets and3»ir 
order . was . preserved until midnight; v 
is said,' when the crowd became boister- 
ous, the fight resulting. 


It is expected .that a 'fight will. be made 


by -.citizens against halls in which dances 
are'' allowed to run for several hours on 
Sunday morning and at the next meet- 
ing of the council it is thought that a 
•move will 'bo made to introduce an ordi- 
nance prohibiting flic same. "It develop- 
ed that .many, of the boys taking -part 
in the -,'fight -and attending the dance 
were far below, the legal age. 


The funeral-'df the late Edward Pinnow 


will; take plsce at 1:30 o'clock- Thursday 
afternoon from the house and at 2 o'clock 
from the German- Lutheran church, cor- 
ner of Superior aand High streets'.

After Holding up Twenty-three 


Passengers Bandit is Felled 


by Conductor. 


LATTEE REFUSED TO 


PUT UP HIS HANDS 


Instead He Knocked Revolver From 


Highwayman's Grip-Latter Calls 


Captor Nervy and His Vic- 


" tims Cowards. 


1 KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 26.—One of 
the most unique and daring train robber- 
'ies in the history of the southwest was 
committed 100 miles east of Kansas City 
early today. Between Slater and Arm- 
strong. .Mo., a distance of 21 miles, a 
masked man single handed, robbed twen- 
ty''.'passengers in three cars, of the fust 
cast'bound combination Chicago and 
Alton-Chicago Burlington 
and Quincy 


passenger train. After half an hour's 
!work he secured approximately $2,000, 
besides several watches and other pieces 
of jewelry. 
The man finally was over- 


powered by E. B. Heywood, the train 
conductor, who knocked a raised revol- 
ver.from the robber's band and forced 
him' to the; car floor. The robber was 
bound, made to disgorge aitd'four hours 
after the robbery was committed, was 
placed in jail. 


HIS SECOND LIKE OFFENSE. 


The robber, who said his name was 


Trueheart, and that' he came from Cali- 
fornia, was recognized by the engineer 
as the same man who on Nov. 9, last, in 
an exactly, similar manner and at the 
srune place, on the road, went through 
the. rear sleeper of an cast:bound Chica- 
go, Hock-Island-=aM •:•-Pacific— '-overland 
limited,'which on this division runs over 
'the Xltbn'tracks; ^Trneheart. wjio.^ofus- 
ed to. give his'full name, or tell "what 
town ha'came from, said'that it was h:s 
brother, who held up thrt Rock Island 
train. 
- . 


The train robbed this morning was No. 


24, which left Kansas City at D o'clock 
Sunday night. Prom Kansas City to 
Mexico, Mo., the train J« run over the 
Alton tracks. At-Mexico-it is cut in 
two, the Alton portion continuing to Chi- 
cago and the Burlington portion going 
to St. Louis. 


' 
BEGIN' TO SHELL OUT.'. '. 


The train reached Slater at midnight, 


nnd when it started out of that place 
five minutes later, Trueheart ''boarded 
the smoking car. His eyes were covered 
by a mask. Leveling a revolver-'(it'two 
passengers in the sent nearest the door, 
he ordered them to.pass over tticir'roon- 
ey and valuables and to do it quicldy. 
The men complied,'and when Trueheart 
placed the stuff beneath his belt nnd pro- 
ceeded to give liis command in a loud 
voice to the man in the next sent -for- 
ward, the car full of passengers 
was 


thoroughly aroused and ready to comply. 
When the robber had ..systematically 
robbed the passengers in tho =rnnker of 
their belongings, he passed to the door, 
keeping them covered. It.was a twenty- 
five minutes run from Slater to Glasgow 
and he awaited the arrival at the latter 
place. As the train stopped at Glasgow 
lie swung off,'and boarded the chair car 


it rushed lif a moment liter. Through 


the chair car the'robber's tactics in the 
smoker were repeated. . Next ho entered 
a sleeper and began his command to the 
luckless passengers- to surrender their 
valuables. / 


CONDUCTOR NO' COWARD.' 


Conductor Heywood appeared 
upon 


the scene here and Tntehcart, with the 
command "thVow up your hands" point- 
ed his revolver nt the conductor's breast. 
Instead of obeying, the cqnductor quick 
as a flash, knocked the 'revolver from the 
robber's hands, threw himself upon the 
mnn and bore him to the car floor. The 
two men struggled fiercely while the_ pas- 
sengers were instantly in a. panic. Final- 
ly the dozen male passengers in. the car. 
came to the. conductor's aid and 'the rob- 
ber was literally pinned !to tie floor. 


CALLS PASSENGERS COWARDS. 
When Armstrong was reached at 12:50 


n. m., a marshal boarded'the train and 
TruehWrt was tied hand and foot nnd 
taken' into the station. He refused to 
talk, except to berate the passengers for 
cowardice nnd to declare that Hoywood 
was the only:.nervy, one among rthem. 
riie-mo?icy.a.nd jewelry was:taken-'from 
him- nnd after unoie. delay and confusion 
among'- the excited passengers the train 
continued.

Trucheart. was taken to Glasgow on 
he next west boundtraiji'imd" at 3:50 
this morning, not o,uite four hour* after 
he boardedfthe castAbound train' at Slat- 
er, ho, was .placed'in; jail, 


Trueheart talked freely, but would not 


speak definitely about himself more than 
that he Came from California and that 
his-brother had robbed tbuEocfc Island 
train out. of Slater on Nov.. 9,- and: es- 
caped. 
. 


Tmobeart appears to be 32 years old. 


He is 5 feet 5 inches in height and 
weighs about 135 pounds. His descrip- 
tion tallies with that of tho Rock Is- 
Jand robber, and the engineer of last 
night's robbed train positively identified 
him as the same identical man. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 26.—Conductor Ever- 


ett B. Heywood, who singlehanded, over- 
came a train robber on .the Alton-Bur- 
lington fast train reached St. Louis to- 
day. 
He said' that the man admitted 


to him that he had robbed a Rock Is- 
land passenger train at almost the stme. 
place about a month ago.

January and a proposition is. brought up 
to secure the completion, of the Sheridan, 
drive, Kenosha county r will not contrib- 
ute greatly to the success-of the project, 
as Senator-elect Isaac T. Bishop, of the 
town of Somers, is not-an ardent sup- 
porter of the plan fbrjthe completion of 
the drive and as the.jfarmers-i -in the

western end of the county'have been 
almost 
unanimous 
in their • protest 


against the completion, of the-road at 
the expense of the county,-it is not 
probiible that Assemblyman.W. M.-Cur- 


s will be anything of, an-addition to 


the forces for the drive. 


Senator -Bishop was in the city, this 


morning and when approached on the 
subject he was outspoken. .-He- didn't 
attempt to dodge the issue; but stated1 
that he was .not much-in favor of the 
Sheridan drive proposition.' "I am in 
favor'of building the best possible roads 
in the state," taid Senator Bishop, 'T>ut 
this Sheridan drive proposition has. not 
appealed to inc. I am going to' send out 
in a short'time some bulletins on road 
building which I believe -will be of inter- 
est to the people of the district." 


The crusade .started by the Chicago 


men to secure the completion of ' the 
drive is not to be abandoned,on account 
of the fact that they' will, not have the 
oprcsentntives ,of Kenosha county with 


them, and it is stated tliat a bill is now 
being.drafted in Chicago :which.will be 
presented to the Wisconsin legislature. 


The bill will give the counties through 


which the road passes the right-to make 
appropriations for the completion .of .the 
road between Waufccgan and. Milwaukee, 
but it is understood that tho promoters 
of the scheme are not banking'a great 
deal on the action of county . boards 
along, the line. In both Rncine ri.nd Kc- 
n'osha counties men have, been elecLoJ to 
the assembly from western, portions of

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NOT PUNISHING THE SOUTH. 


Tho Chicago Chronicle takes as a 


text Bomething its Washington corres- 
pondent says to the effect southern men 
at Washington have an idea the Repub- 
lican party ia punishing them in its sev- 


i «r* dafeota to northern Democracy. Tim 


Ohroiiiclo reminds the south that after 
the olvll war the Damocratic party north 


' sympathised with that party in the south 


antTin the Andy Johnson time sided in 
with his atempts to usurp powers in any 
wise belonging to the executive. Tho 


• 'party was whipped and soundly at that 


because of. these things and because in 


' their fighting every measure to bring 
' back the rebel states into the union, a 


li'ttto later on to clamor and shriek for 
greenback inflation and fiat money. In 


• those attempts the north 
and 
south 


wings were united and the Republican 
party fought both. 


; 
Daring nil this period says the Chron- 


icle the Republican party steadily re- 
leased tho south from the political dis- 
abilities incurred by the war. That 
: party did not war on the south because 


it was tho south at any time but did 
fight to preserve constitutional liberties 
and honest money. 
Every southern 


Democrat had his disability removed and 
to' .this day the south has steadily re- 
fused to recognize tho great magnanimi- 
ty of the Republican party. 
' For many years certainly tho Repub- 
lican party lias not agitated any ques- 
tions obnoxious to the south. It refused 
to enact a force bill though Republican 
voters in every 
southern state were 


practically disfranchised white and black, 
and if they did vote, the vote waa not 
counted square. The south today in 
disfranchising so many thousands of its 
voters knowingly have made themselves 
open to having their congressional rep- 
resentation reduced in the proportion as 
they have reduced the franchise. 
But 


the, Republican party with perfect com- 
mand of congress does not make a move 
towards exercising this unquestioned 
right of depriving the south of some 
forty congressmen, this number about 
equalling the number of 
disfranchised 


voters; that is the number making up 
the congressional representation. So if 
congress today is strongly Republican it 
is In no wis4 because of any 
feeling 


whatever against tho south and for years 
tluijw has been no issue as regards the 
south that northern voters have divid- 
ed upon. 


Tto Kopublican party • is contending 


against bad proposad National policies 
as it ever will so contend against. These 
policies 
emanate 
from men calling

CHICAGO'S jfBW MQTTOK tAW. 


Some time ago the Chicago,city.coun- 


cil passed an ordinance, providing no ad- 
ditional liquor licenses should be issued 
until the; population of the city has 
doubled 'in population, that is, until the 
proportion of people to the saloon lias 
doubled from what it is now. This was 
signed by the mayor and became a law. 
Naturally the opposition of the--big 
brewers'was aroused and unable to pre- 
vent the' passage of j;he ordinance 
at 


the time- will by legal proceedings try 
to invalidate the law on the ground 
such is constituting a monopoly, and' 
that if this is good law then the council 
con 03 well limit the number, of other 
kinds of business. 


This 'argument would be all right .pro- 


vided it did not conflict with what is 
known as the police powers of a muni- 
cipality, by police powers tliat enabling 
committees to enact laws in the interests 
of .public health and public morals, as 
well as for good governments. It can 
not be argued that a multiplicity 
of- 


groceries, boot and shoe stores, bakeries 
and the like interfere in any wise of 
any one or all o' theSR classes, but a 
multiplicity of saloons by public consent 
comes within this category, that -is 
valid reason for the exercise of this po- 
lice power. It would seem therefore on 
this ground that tlie defense of the big 
brewers would fall down. 
. As the license, feo was at the time es- 
tablished at $1,000 it was presumed not 
only would the income of the city bo 
largely increased, but that the number 
of saloons would be diminished. As it 
has happened so far the income has: 
been largely increased, this having been 
$3,729,091 lost year and for this current 
year will be $7,292,000 but the number 
of the saloons shows no such reduction 
us looked for, the number'last year hav- 
ing been 7,353 and for this year is but 
122 less/ So that the increase of license 
and tho limitation of saloons has de- 
creased the number but a little; 


It is suspected that the provision 


limiting the saloons, for years .to come 
at the number existent .at the time, of 
the passago of the ordinance is account- 
able for the very small reduction and 
in thin sense is a monopoly, but the con- 
sequent gain to the city at large through 
the inability to start additional saloons 
in Hie residence districts especially, is 
a distinct gain. It is suspected however 
that precisely tho same trouble will be 
encountered in closing up saloons where 
charges of disorderly .places arc proved 
and violating of city ordinances, since in 
passing the ordinance, political and oth- 
er pulls were not eliminated. 


The same conditions were noticed in 


our own city when the license, fee was 
raised to $500 that is aa to the number 
of saloons being reduced, but Rncinc did 
not attempt.to limit the number, licenses 
being issued to any citizen who will pay 
tho cost of a license and agree to keep 
an orderly place and keep'faith with the 
city ordinances. 


It is thought that Chicago's new liquor 


law will not be thrown out for the'rea- 
sons advanced, but will hold.

which ''limits redemption 
of National 


bank notes to $3,000,000 monthly to be 
repealed; a provision all government re- 
ceipts shall be deposited in National 
banks without' collateral security, but 
interest at two per cent to be paid; in 
any case the government deposits are 
not to exceed fifty per cent of the 
bank's capital.

Sea Water.—Sea water is recommended 


as a cure for worts and corns. An- Eng- 
lishman who was troubled with' both 
went to the seashore for a three weeks' 
holiday, and while there bathed twice a 
day.

He 
subsequently tried the salt water on 
warts, holding the hands in warm sea

Where real 
sea water is not practicable, the sea salt 
of the druggists makes a capital substi- 
tute if dissolved Itf warm water.

When the air is particularly close, and 


sleep seems out of the question, place a 
dish of very cold water under the bed, 
and refreshing sleep will come with the 
cooler air. 


Here is an excellent tooth powder. Are- 


ca nut charcoal, 6 ounces; cuttlefish 
bone, 2 ounces; raw aroca nuts, pounded, 
1 ounce. Pound and'mix. Two or three 
drops of oil of cloves or of cassia may 
i>e added if a perfume is required. 


To treat whiteheads, open with a ster-

Any American firm 
could reprint at once whatever issued 
from the English presses, but some pub- 
lishers arranged with British authors 
for. advance sheets of forecoming works 
thus enabling them to get a start of 
"piratical." firms which paid- the author 
nothing, It if interesting to observe the 
occasional disparity between tha merit 
of"the book and the price paid...;'The 
whole thing was in the nature of A leap 
in the dark. Often the sum given by 
the American publisher was really more 
than the American rights would proba- 
bly have been worth had.it been possi- 
ble to secure them by copyright. Thus 
Anthony Trollope got $3500 for. "Sir 
Harry Hotspur"—one of: his poorest no- 
vein—George Eliot $8600 for "Daniel Dc- 
ronda," and Charles Reade $5000 for "A 
Woman Hater." No publisher 
today 


would pay any such sum for these 
books if he were permitted 
to 
read 


them before buying. On the other hand 
by way of compensation, the very best 
.books brought their authors only tri- 
fling returns from America. Charles 
Reade received only $250 for "Put Your- 
self in His Place, $1000 for "Hard Cash" 
'—these being two of his finest novels— 
and $1000 for "Love Me Little, Love- Me 
"The NewcomBB'.' and $500 for "Henry 
Esmond." Throllope obtained from the 
Harpers $125 for "The Bertrams," $250 
for "Castle Richmond," $2130 for "Rachel 
Ray," $500 for "Phineas Finn/' $260 for 
"Prineas Redux," and $1000 each for 
"The Eustace Diamonds," "Orluy Farm," 
"Lady Anna" and "Ralph the Heir." 
The $500 for his "Cicero" ia fully an much 
as any American publisher would give 
today for the copyright of such a book. 
George Eliot received only $100 for 
"Adam Bede" and $500 for "Silas Marner 
"The • Mill on the . Floss" brought her 
$1500. Wilkies Collins and Dickens were 
the most popular authors of the pre- 
copyright period, and they fared best of 
all at the'hands of their, authorized Am- 
erican publishers.' The ,. former drew

The gong is the great 
tenor bell of the cathedro.1, \yhicli.-weighs 
thirty-two caret-weight, and is struck 
hourly by an eight-pound hammer. The 
gong'and striking parts of the clock are 
some yards apart, communication, being 
by Hlendcr wire. The clock 1ms no dial. 
The time is shown on the main wheel 
of the encampment, which goes round 
once in two hours. 


Discoveries in South' Polar Regions.— 


A good deal of secrecy has been .observed 
M to just what of scientific value was 
learned by the recent voyage of-the Brit- 
ish, ship Discovery into antartic .regions;. 
The geographical results of the explora- 
tion are well known, but tho -scientific 
results will take ,a long time to -work 
out.

has been brought: back which will/shake 
the foundations of many a scientific be- 
lief.
